V-11881 was in contact with both 
von HEHDE and HENGELHAUPT. This memo adds that the father of V-11081 
was then living in Bad Reichcnhall and working for CIC there.

They were Michael KFwIA, Switzerland) Dipl. Engineer Woldcmar ZCH3MELIDSE, 
Salzburg) and 7-11881. At a later meeting with Harrison V-11831 proposed 
operations into the USSR, Caucases, satellite states, ^nd Turkey; but 
examination of his proposal showed that he had no concrete possibilities.

b. V -113 8l was employed by dV C from the end of 19U7 

to 1 January* 1952 as a Forcchor and an advisor on various emigrant grot;.;. 
V-12052 considers him a. Georgian nationalist who is strongly anti-bolshevi8t 
and pro-German. Recanted rumors to the effect that he is a Soviet agent 
or in touch with 'Jonmunists anywhere can be ascribed to the usual nonsense 
which circulates in emigrant circles. T?e has extraordinarily good ties to . 
tho heat German, circles and, above all, to emigrant groups. He knows 
how to utilize these ties for the benefit of the organization. 



c. Field Comment: lurin’; most of thi3 lengthy period of 

employment V -11831 received X r 1*00 monthly. The office of $0 forced 
V-l?0$3 to drop V-11881 on grounds of non-pro iuctivity. V-12053 has 
continued to maintain, as he usually does in such cases, that V-U881 
was a useful window into refugee groups of various sorts and that GV C 
will foci his loss keenly.

a. As general secretary of the <nti -Bolshevist Bloc of 
nations (AErJ) and a leader of the Georgian emigration, V-11G31 has been 
Becking U.S. State Department recognition of the ABU. The State Depart- 
ment, however, has shown no interest in his alleged IS possibilities. 

b# Although V-11801 is officially dropped and receives no 
more money, V-12052 continues to visit him upon occasion and obtains 
thereby evaluations of various refugees now in Germany plu9 lists of new 
arrivals. 



c. V-11881 and 7-120^2 were close friends during as wall as 
after the war. V-12053 rejects emphatically the notion that V-II80I m3y 
have worked for ZIP? R and any other IS sirrrjltaneously. Dafore he was 
brought into 0r% 9? in 19H7 V-11031 had worked for DYT.ACULE; but ho 
terminated this employment before goin^ to work for V-12052. As for the 
BIS, V-11331 made no secret of his contacts with von &Ji3> (> .. He told 
V-12052 about each meeting -,/ith *^on MrilDE, including everything which 
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the 3r^r said. Neither GV 0 nor V-11801 regarded those meetings 

as i otelligence contacts, (although lx>th knew that von I-U HO* • worked 

for tho HIS)but rathor as conferences desired solely to unite tho 

entire anti-communistic emigration in Germany and hence political 

in nature. V-12053 also felt that GV C could not control the political t 

contacts of V-113S1 became it was itself in no position to utilise 

the political side of his work.

*99 contact man. with the black market. Ho also engaged in Mnck-market- 
eoring for person?! profit, and a?- a consequence lie became involved with 

a black-marke teorin z ring operating out of Switzerland, About 16 September 
19l*9, consequently, V-11831 was arrested and t.okan to the jail at Muenchen- 
Ileudeck. Hero /.I??SR I 5 \ ? al5kipelle ascertained that his deals with the 
Swiss ring had been conducted for his own orofit and had not concerned 
GV C. According to V-11S31, his sole involvement with any black -market- 
eer!, eg was that he served on raveral occasions as a middleman in the 
delivery of coffee from tfoehlstrisse, Munich to various coffee firms* 

At this time the charge again3t V-11801 fell under American jurisdiction, 
and 7.I or> ER was able to effect his release about two weeks after his arrest. 
Six to twelve months later, however, the case was re-opened by German 
authorities. It has not yet boon brought into court, because of constant 
delays; but V-llddl foels sure that the case will come to trial and that 
he will be found guilty, Therefore ho wants to emigrate from Germany a3 
quickly as possible. Hie application for emigration to the U*S,A* was 
re je a tod because he had served in the German army( a bar to inrrdgration 
for non-German nationals). He has recently been attempting to emigrate 
• to Canada.
